My dear Sir Robert, 
I visited the Canadian Military Hospital, 
No. 4, at Basingstoke, a few days ago, and had a long 
talk with Colonel Hendry regarding various matters in 


connection with the Unit. 


I think Colonel Hendry has informed you 
of the arrangement which has been made regarding the 
Funds which have been placed at his disposal amounting 
to £1000., and coming from the original Special Fund 
subscribed for this Unit by private individuals in 


Ontario. This amount, I understand, was forwarded by 
Dr. Clarke recently. Colonel Hendry has arranged that 


all cheques issued upon this Fund, which is now placed 
in the Bank here in London, will be signed by himself, 
and countersigned by one of three men: these are - 
Major Parsons, Major Duncan Graham, and myself. 
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I went over a number of item 
listed, of various expenditures which were made in 
Salonika and in England, and which were considered a 
proper charge against this Fund: I approved of the 
various expenditures and examined the vouchers. The 
amount expended in Salonika was £58.1.84., and included 
certain bills which were paid temporarily out of a 
trust fund in Colonel Hendry's possession, as there were 
no other monies available for the purpose. There ig 
similarly an amount of £105.15.74., for like expenditure 
in England, and which is a proper charge upon the 
special Fund. I have, therefore, countersigned cheques 
for the two amounts to be defrayed, and my object in 
writing is to inform you that I have authorised this 
expenditure. 


I should like to say one word regarding 
our appeal to you for additional men connected with the 
University for the purpose of bringing the staff of the 
Unit up to Strength, and with the object of maintaining 
the University character of No. 4. At the time I inter- 
viewed Hendry I understood him to say that he was five 
men short of his authorised strength, and possibly other 
vacancies might occur in the new future. In a letter I 
received from Dean Clarke a few days ago he states that 
he is somewhat surprised that we should require more men 
when he understands that many Canadians in the Medical 


Service are idle in England or elsewhere. It seems to 


me that this is a wrong conception of conditions which 
obtain. It is unavoidable in this war that large numbers 
of men must necessarily remain idle for possibly long Kk 
periods, but they must be ready to meet an emergency, whi 
arises, and it is only prudent that we should have the 
various staffs up to war strength, otherwise we court 
disaster. The remark about large numbers of men remain- 
ing idle would apply to any Branch of the Service, and 

the Medical Service is not exempt.from this. One is not 
surprised that men write home from time to time complaining 
of the idle moments which they must experience: these 

same men within the limits of possibility, may be over- 
worked next week or for a prolonged period, but again there 
will come periods of comparative idleness, and they natur- 
ally chafe under the latter conditions and complain. 


Our great desire is to maintain the University 
character of this Unit: we are not necessarily asking for 
Senior men, but as I understand it, we require at the moment 
junior men to bring the staff up to strength, and I think 
this is an opportunity for the University Authorities to 
maintain what is highly desirable, namely the University 
character of No. 4. 


The Hospital is now well-organized and is 
eady for active work, and no doubt very soon will have 
ys for active treatment. We are trying to get 
tain Rolfe from No. 7 Stationary Hospital in France 
take MacTaggart's place in the K-Ray Department: this, 
think, would be a good move, as I understand Rolfe has 
een doing very good work.
